Applicant argues that [1], the combinations between Szu, Findeis and Noschese patens is impermissible hindsight gained from the 
applicants disclosure; [2], the teachings of the references are not sufficient to render the claims prima facie obvious. 
EXaminer disagrees: Regarding to [1], in response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon 
improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based 
upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the 
claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is 
proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). Regarding to [2], in response to applicant's argument that 
there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or 
modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so 
found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 
F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Szu disclose 
an electronic assembly comprising a printed circuit board including retentive through hole, a plurality of conductive lands, and an 
electronic connector socket; Findeis et aL disclose a chip carrier including a retentive element, being formed of a mase material such as 
Nickel layer and plating material and Noschese disclsoes an electronic assembly including a retentive through hole, having a cross 
sectional area smaller than an area of the through hole and being filled with a solder composition material. A skilled artisan would have 
been motivated to combine the retentive element design of Noschese in Szu in view of Findeis et al., for the purpose of positing 
mermanently and mounting a connector socket onto the cirucit board. 
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
